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paaanty: of ‘the Jews in Palestine were of 
Polisi, Hungarian, Rumanian, 
pirea or Czechoslovakian origin as- 
suring their friendship for the Soviet Union.

The headquarters of the Communist move- 
ment in the Middle East is in Tel-Aviv and 
has had at its disposal unlimited sums of 
money to spend throughout the Middle East 
including the Arab countries.
